a $500 cash bowl for burglary, 
three more charges were filed 
against 18-year-old Lyle A. Mull, 
912 Third St., but not before a 
bizarre series of events, includ­ 
ing the state’s atorney’s refusal 
to appear in Magistrate Court.

Bond Set 
Magistrate Pires set bond at j 
$5,000 on the burglary charge and 
; Mull was returned to Couniy Jail 
in lieu of bond. 
Magistrate Pires said the state’s 
attorney objected to “ such a low 
, bond.” At least the state's at- 


tornev felt the bond set was in- j 
sufficient^ Pires said.” “ However, 
$5,000, for a charge of burglary, 
is a fair bond,” Pires added. 
Police were asked 
why the 
state’s attorney did not draw' up 
informations on the other charg­ 
es. One policeman said he was 
told the state’s attorney w as go­ 
ing to proceed on the burglary 
charge first to “ see how it pro­ 
gresser! before filing the other 
charges.” 
County Jail 
Meanwhile, back at the County 
Jail, Mull had sent someone to 
the bank to obtain the $500 cash 
needed to bail him out. Shortly 
before noon, Mull had the $500 
delivered to him at the jail, but 
by 1:20 p.m., he still had not 
been given the opportunity to 
port bond. 
This reporter telephoned the 


jail to ask if Mull had made 
bond, or if he was going to re­ 
main in jail, unable to post bail. 
The jail custodian, Mrs. Jessie! 
Taylor, told the reporter as far 
as she knew, Mull had $500 cash 
at the jail, but “ they are waiting 
for the magistrate to return so 
they can bring Mull before him 
so he can make bond.” 
Feeling, 
somehow’, 
that 
this 
procedure was not what had been 
in the past, the reporter asked 
Mrs. Taylor to have Sheriff Jack 
E. Van Meter pick lip the ex­ 
tension phone, which he did. The 
reporter asked him if it was pro­ 
cedure to have a defendant wait 
for the magistrate to post bond. 
“ No.” the sheriff replied. Where­ 
upon he instructed Mrs. Taylor 
to “ call city police, it's their 
case, have them pick him up and 
take him to the circuit clerks 


office so he can post dm bond.” 
This was 1*4 hours after Mull 
had the necessary bond money.

State's Attorney 
Police, learning that Mull was 
going to post bond, rushed, at 
least one of them did. to the 
state's attorney's office to report 
that Mull was about to make 
bond. 
The reporter went to the third 
floor of the courthouse where the 
rtate’s attorney’s office is locat­ 
ed and waited while Mull was 
first 
delivered 
to 
the 
circuit 
clerk's office where he posted 
bond, then ordered hv a police­ 
man to. “ stick around, the state’s 
attorney wants to see you.” 
No sooner had Mull posted the 
cash bond, when he was “ accom­ 
panied” by a policeman to the 
state's attorney’s office where hp 
was 
dulv 
informed 
that 
the 


state's attorney had finally de­ 
cided to write up three more in­ 
formations against him for, theft; 
criminal 
damage 
to 
property; 
and taking an automobile with­ 
out permission. 


Now, Mull had to be taken, 
once 
again, 
before 
Magistrate 
Pires, just about five hours after 
appearing before him for bur­ 
glary, stemming from the same 
incident.

Forty-five minutes later, police 
reported, the office of the used 
car lot at the intersection was 
broken into, and before the new 
day had dawned, two new cars 
from Harrison's 
lot 
on Peona 
Avenue 
w e r e 
taken. 
both 
wrecked, one returned to the lot 
the other abandoned in the south­ 
west part of the city. 
The police subject, after being 
at the police station for about 
two hours, had seven charges 
lodged against him and was cart­ 
ed off to County Jail to w ait until 
Monday when the courts would be 
in business to consider what bail 
be would have to post. 
He was in jail from early Sat­

until 
Monday 
simply waiting for court to open. 
About 10:30 p.m. Monday the 
court set his bond and at 1:30 
p m., the prisoner had the money 
for his bond. 
It was about 4 prn. before he 
left the courthouse free on bond, 
and in the meantime had been 
released by the court before 2 
p.m., but was “ conducted” by a 
Dixon policeman from the cir­

Propose $13 5-Billion Budget

Dr. Edward J. Sabo!, president 
of Sauk Valley College, Monday 
night 
won 
tentative 
approval 
from the college board for esta’o- 
lishment of a licensed practical 
nursing program at the college. 


The course, expected to ac­ 
commodate about 80 students a 
year initially, would bo run con­ 
currently with an associate de­ 
gree nursing program. 


Creation of the program was 
requested by officials at Dixon 
State School and the Whiteside 
Area Vocational Center. Sterling. 
Dr. Sabol told board members 
Dixon 
State 
School 
has 
been 
training alxiut 60 practical nurs­ 
ing students a year. 


He 
emphasized 
“ there 
is 
a 
critical need for licensed prac­ 
tical nurses in this area” and 
that Sauk Valley would be able 
to begin the program without a 
need for new facilities. 


He indicated the college would 
receive two-thirds reimbursement 
from the state as well as $11.50 
credit per semester hour. 
Guidance of the program is as­ 
sumed by the State Department 
of Registration and Education of 
Nurses’. 
Clinical facilities for the pro­ 
gram, Dr. Sabol said, would be 
made available at Dixon State 
School. Scholarships and stipends 
would abo be available through 
the Department of Mental health. 
The 
president 
stated 
that 
a 
budget for the program would he 
presented to the board in the 
near future. 
In 
other 
action, 
the 
board 
granted Dr. 
Sabol 
a 
tentative 
budget of $70.000 for operation of 
a vocational - technical training 
center. 
The college is seeking quarters 
to house the program until camp­ 
us buildings are completed. Dr. 
Sabol indicated the college could 
not expect to move the vocation­ 
al-technical project into campus 
building for about two years. 
Five offers of space to house 
the program have been received 
by the college. A proposal re­ 


ceived last night involved con­ 
struction of a building similar to, 
the present initial building on the 
campus. It could be leased by 
the college for a one or two- 
year period. 


The budget granted Dr. Sabol 
includes salaries, equipment and 
utility costs and rental fees. 


The 
board 
voted 
to borrow 
$25.000 from the building fund to 
finance operation of a college 
bookstore. Operation of the lxx>k- 
store was under the direction of 
a Chicago firm during the first 
semester.

pire April 8, the date of college 
board elections. 
First day for filing petitions for 
a spot on the board is Feb. 22.

consider quality construction fea -1 
tures, 
fiber content, and color 
and care along with individual 
family needs, climate, cost, up- j 
keep and storage facilities in your 
home. The basic function of a 1 
blanket is to provide warmth. 


The nap on the blanket should 
be of good depth and density and 
not shed when it is brushed with 
the hand. Weight does not con­ 
tribute to warmth in a blanket. I 
Wool blankets are the best selec­ 
tion for a heavy blanket with 
acrylics being the lightest weight, j 


Size of Blanket 
Measure the mattress for which 
you are buying a blanket. The 
blanket should be at least four 
inches longer than the mattress 
plus its thickness, and at least 
eight inches wider than the mat­ 
tress plus double its thickness. 
Fiber Content 
About two thirds of all the 
blankets 
on 
the market today 
are 
made 
of 
synthetic 
fibers. 


They are light weight, wear well, 
are easy to clean or launder, 
nap well, awl frequently cost less 
than blankets of natural fibers. 


Blanket Types 
The most common or regular 
blanket is of a plain weave with 
a napped finish. The quality of 
warmth and wear is related to 
the closeness of the weave and 
depth of the nap.

the binding should be mitered at 
I the coi ners.

Mao's revolution almost lost. 
He saved it by his famed “ long

The current convulsion in Chi-, 
na m ay trace directly to early 
1958 . It was then that Mao's Pol­ 
itburo held a meeting at Peitai-i

“ resolution 
on the 
establishment 
of 
peo­ 
ple’s communes in agricultural 
com munities.” This was Mao s 
“great leap forward,” by which 
he expected to transform Chi­ 
na's back ward economy. 


Opposition 
Opposition became evident by 
the end of the year at the eighth 
Communist 
party congress 
at 
Wuchang. This congress passed 
resolutions to “ check excesses” 
of the “ great leap forward.” 


The leap envisaged not only a 
new regimentation for agricul­ 
tural production, but a big a d ­ 
vance in steel production by the 
device of back yard smelters. In 
1958 , about 60 million men and 
women in towns and cities were 
dragooned 
into 
this 
steel 
production effort. 


By the end of that year 98 per 
cent of all farm s were on the 
“ people’s com m une” system, a 
total of almost 125 million fam i­ 
lies. Those who objected that 
this was a desperately reck less 
attem pt 
to 
cure 
China’s 
ills 
were branded “ right-wing op­ 
portunists.” 


The objectors included many 


who today are judged 
to be 


among Mao’s chief opponents in 


the surging upheaval which is 


called 
“ the 
great 
proletarian 
cultural revolution.” 


The “ great leap” becam e the 
object 
of 
scorn 
and

from the Soviet Communist par­ 
ty. Nik ita S. Khrushchev was 
outraged at the presumption of 
the Chinese leaders and Mao, 
who assumed that there was a 
shortcut to communism which 


had not been laid down by the 
Soviet prototype.

One man, wh o drank 
a glass of w ater every five min­ 
utes in th e belief th at th is would 
cure h is constipation, h ad symp­ 
toms 
of w ater intoxication — 
agitated irrational beh avior and 
convulsions — after two h ours 
and h ad to be h ospitalized. Most 
people, 
h owever, 
don’t 
drink 
enough water. Six to eigh t glass 
es a day is considered 
a bare 
minimal intake. 
I ’m glad your acne h as cleared 
up but I can’t be sure all th e 
credit sh ould go to th e water. 
Since it clears up in most per­ 
sons in th eir early 2 0s, in your 
case th is relief was overdue. 
Q—Is ft all right to drink w ater 
at meal times? Wh en you recom ­ 
mend so m any glasses of water, 
do you mean six-ounce or eigh t- 
ounce glasses? 
A—Since w a t e r leaves 
th e 
stomach q uickly th ere is no rea 


son not to drink it at meal time. 
Much of th e fluid a person takes 
at m eal tim e may, h owever, be 
consumed as tea or some oth er 
beverage. A glass of w ater sh ould 
be about eigh t ounces. 
Q—I hav e heard th at it is not 
good to drink soft w ater or use 
it in cooking. Wh at h arm ful ef­ 
fect would it h ave? Does bath ing 
in soft w ater rem ove too much 
vitamin B and oil from th e skin? 
A—The idea th at drinking soft 
w ater is h armful h as been dis­ 
proved. Bath ing will not remove 
any vitamins from th e skin and 
th e oils are removed by h ot wa­ 
ter and soap, not by th e amount 
of m ineral in th e water. 
Q—If a person drank distilled 
w ater all th e tim e would it be 
h armful? Is distilled w ater pre 
ferred for persons wh o h ave kid 
nev trouble? 
A—-Distilled w ater would draw 
essential minerals, ch iefly salt, 
from th e tissues. It is not rec­ 
ommended for any kind of kid­ 
ney disease, even wh en th e in­ 
take of salt in th e diet must be 
restricted.

Scripture-quoting crowd of sev­ 
eral hundred citizens confronted 
Roanoke’s City Council Monday 
night demanding that the city’s 
topless go-go girls simply go. 
Mayor Benton O. Dillar, who 
has voiced some defense of the 
beauties, was called on to re-: 
sign. 


The calls met w ith shouts of i 
“ Amen!” . 
Likening this southwest Vir­ 
ginia city of 100.000 to Sodom, 
Gomorrah and ancient Rome, 
seme 40 speakers at the meeting 
charged that when tops come 
off, 
sex 
crimes 
and 
broken 
homes multiply. 
Technically, 
the 
arguments 
are academic because the tops 
in Roanoke don't come all the 
way off. Half-dollar-sized pas­ 
ties remain. 
Much of the fire was directed 
against Dillard. Though he says 
he hasn't seen the show', the 
mayor commented at a council 
meeting last week that he had 
received only a few complaints 
from "prudish women—usually 
old 
women,” 
since 
the 
girls 
started gyrating 
three weeks 
ago. 
Dillard said he thinks there is 
“ nothing more beautiful than a 
beautiful 
woman 
and 
added: 
"This is one of the best things to 
happen to Roanoke in a long 
time from a business stand­ 
point.” 
Some civic leaders agree with 
Dillard that Roanoke’s position 
as Virginia's first—and so-far 
only—topless municipality will 
boom the convention trade. 
But his remarks brought first 
a denunciation from WKBA, a 
gospel-music radio station in 
nearby 
Vinton, 
and 
Monday 
night, the protest crowd. 
The council took no action, 
since the city attorney is trying 
to define the legality of topless 
dancing, and expects to have a 
reoprt in a couple of days. 
Two of the dancers showed up 
fully clothed Monday night to 
counter charges they are "Jeze­ 
bels.” 
Honey-haired Phyllis Whorley 
said her parents are Christian 
people and noted that none of 
her accusers had seen the show 
they were denouncing.
